A lbany, N. Y., April 2.—This being the 
one hundred aud forty sccoud anniversary of 
the billh of Thomas Jefferson, the House 
ceiebrated the event in accordance with the 
resolution offered last nivht by Mr. Creamer, 
by listening to the reading of the Declaration 
of Independence by General Curtis.

It has been a 
great and powerful Republican journal dur­ 
ing all these years.

counties of Central and Northern New Yolk, 
and each of these counties 
is steadily and 
firmly Republican. 
He has never lieen an 
office seeker, and with the exception of two 
terms in Congress, from 1 is» 1 to l s i.i, he In s 
had v ery little connection w ith official life.

R a ym ond March 13, 1869 . only three m ouths 
before his death, to Hon. T hom a s E. S tew ­ 
a rt, then M em ber o f Congress from the dis­ 
trict in w hich Mr. R a ym ond resided.

fo llo w in g i9 an extra ct: 


There is only one p lace I care mu ch abou t; that is 
the District Aitoru eysliip . I want Tracy in that

I knew him in Al­ 
bany in '02 and will v ou ch for him ev erywhere— 
p ersonally, p olitically, p rofessionally and in ev ery 
p ossible way. 
1 don't know whether you take any 
mteresr in that office o r not. bu t t am su re you 
wou ld like.Tracy in it if you hav e no sp ecial candi­ 
date for it.

The loss of the mill is d eplored by the peo 
pie of W est Hurley, as it gave employmen t 
to 15 or 20 men . an d was on e of the lead in g 
in d ustries of that little village.

At the time of the fire the Lockwood

This am oun t of water thor­ 
oughly flushes the sewage out of ihc pipe. If 
there is an y obstruction it is cleared from the 
pipes by the use of an arran gem en t of join ted 
iron rod s with a scraper attachm en t let in to 
the pipes through man holes. 
T he sewage is 
separated in the tan k house in such a n ian m. 
that after d eod orizin g an d d isin fectin g with 
chem icals it i- almost en tirely in od orous, an d 
the liquid can he passed in to a stream w ith­ 
out the slightest d an ger of con tam in ation . 
He claims such a system would d o away en ­ 
tirely with the objection of run n in g the 
sewage d irectly in the Esopus Creek.

BIG BLAZE IN WEST-HD BLEY.

At about 4 o’clock this 
m orning the 
large steam saw mill in W est-Hurley, owned 
by Jam es A. Lockwood & Brothers, was 
discovered to be on fire. 
EFFORTS OF INHABITANTS. 
T he inhabitants of the place were aroused 
from their slumbers, and they hastened to the 
scene of the conflagration, and ma le endeav­ 
ors to save property from the burning struc­ 
ture. but they were forced to retreat by the 
flames, which spread rapidly. 
WATER TANK IN DANGER. 
The nearest building to the tire was the 
water tank of the U lster* Delaware Railroad 
Company. 
Fears were entertained that this 
too would ignite and be consumed, but luck­ 
ily the wind changed and it escaped. 
MILLCONTENTS DESTROYED. 
In the mill were a larne quantity of lum­ 
ber and heading, steam engine, rubbing, 
planing ami heading machines, etc. 
These 
were all destroyed. 
LOSS AND INSURANCE. 
The loss is estimated at aliout $0,000. 
T o­ 
day one of the Lockwood Brothers said the 
building and contents were insured for $'2,- 
000 through the agency of Charles V. I>u 
Bois, Kingston. 
ORIGIN OF THE FIRE. 
The origin of the lire is unknown, but it is 
believed to have been started by a spark from 
the furnace in the steam engine room. 
THROWN OUT OF EMPLOYMENT. 
The loss of the mill is deplored by the peo­ 
ple of West Hurley, as it gave employment 
to 15 or 20 men. and was one of the leading 
industries of that little village. 
LIT CP THK SKY. 
The flames lit up the sky and attracted the 
attention of people for miles around. 
WILL REBUILD. 
At the time of the fire the Lockwood 
Brothers had a contract to furnish a large 
amount of heading for different parties. They 
intend to begin the erectiou of a new mill as 
8oon as the debris of the old one is cleared 
away. 


O T H E R l'T K E S . 
At about 7:30 o’clock last night a barn 
owned bv Jam es Fhinnigan, situated near 
Derren’oacher’s Corners, Kondout, was dis­ 
covered on lire. 
An alarm was sounded, 
which was quickly responded to by the fire­ 
men of the Eastern Department. 
The build­ 
ing contained a large quantity of hay and 
other inflammable stuff, and the lire burned 
fiercely, the flames illuminating the sky for a 
long distance. 
The barn, which was con­ 
sumed, was insured through John Mcl'aus- 
land’s agency 
of $025. 
The origin of 
the tire is unknown. 
The blaze attracted a 
large crowd of people, and at one time it was 
feared that the railing on the retaining wall 
on A bee 1 street, where the crowd stood lean 
ing, would give way and precipitate the peo­ 
ple into the street below. 
People in Kingston 
saw the bright light made by the tire, and an 
alarm v, as sounded thete. 
RAD BOYS’ WORK. 
[From the Stam ford Mirror.] 
Three small boys caiue near 
destroying 
the whole village of Gilboa last Thursday. 
Tliev went on the back side of Charles Eller- 
sou’s barn, piled up weeds and rubbish, set it 
on fire and went home after their dinners.

T H E B E L L FO RG ERY C A S E AGAIN. 


O w in g to h M is c a lc u la tio n A n o th e r S e n te n c e 
W ill be P ro n o u n c e d , 
W hen the jury in the Court of Sessions, 
Kingston, last week, brought in a verdict of 
guilty in the ease of The People vs. Daniel 
D. Beil, Judge Fursm an sentenced Bell to 
imprisonment at Clinton State Prison for 12 
years and six months. 
In giving such sen­ 
tence he made a miscalculation in figuring 
the time, so that it does not .comply with the 
following provision of the Penal Code: 
Section *5J7: When a convict Is to be sentenced to 
im prisonm ent in a State Prison or P enitentiary, the 
Court before which the conviction w as had must 
limit the term of sentence, having reference to the 
probability of the convict earning a reduction of his 
term for good Ixdnvior, as provided by C hapter 21 
of the I,iw s of lsstí, and assuming th a t such reduc­ 
tion will tie earned, so that the sentence will expire 
during either of the following m onths: 
April, 
May. June. July. August, Septem ber and October. 
* • o Th • officers of everv prison or penitentiary 
are hereby expressly prohibited from taking into 
their custody any convict feuit-nced in violation of 
thtj rr..vision of this section, and any convict so il­ 
legally sentenced shall be returned by the Sheriff of 
the County where the conviction w as had to the 
Court to he reseiitenced in conform ity to the provis­ 
ions of this section. 
The prisou authorities are allowed to accept 
the prisoner if the Court lias adjourned and 
hold him until he ran be re sentenced “ and 
the second or re-sentence shall be deemed to 
have begun ou the date of the convict’s recep­ 
tion under the first sentence.” 
W hen Bell 
started for Dannemora hisgreatestauxiety was 
in relation to having his haircut and whiskers 
shaved. 
He asked Sheriff Dill to write to the 
prison authorities and request them to make 
an exception in lii.s case. 
Of course, an ex­ 
ception is never made in regard to prison dis­ 
cipline, so that Bell’s long, euriy hair was cut 
to a “ dead rabbit ” and his whiskers were 
shaved from his face. 
It has so completely 
changed his appearance, it is said, that even 
his wife would not recognize him. 


IN R ELA T IO N TO PR O PO SED SEW ER S. 


S y stem lo C o llect .Sewairo a n d Ut*e it as a 
F e rtlliz fP — P la n . 
A Kingston man, to d ay , iu conversing 
about the proposed sewers for the First 
W ard, said that running tlie sewage into a 
tank house, deodorizing it and collecting the 
solid m atter to be sold as a fertilizer has 
proved successful in a number of instances. 
So much fertilizing material is collected that 
tlie revenue fiom its sale pays the cost of 
running the works. 
The system is the small 
pipe flush tank system similar to the one pro­ 
posed for the First Ward. 
These flush tanks 
are automatic and each discharges about 200 
gallons of water in a solid body into the pipe 
in ¿4 hours. 
This amount of water thor­ 
oughly flushes the sewage out of the pipe. If 
there is any obstruction it is cleared from th 
pipes by ttie use of an arrangem ent of jointed 
iron rods with a scraper attachm ent let into 
the pities through man holes. 
The sewage is 
separated in the tank house in such a manner 
that after deodorizing and disinfecting with 
Chemicals it is almost entirely inodorous, and 
the liquid can be passed into a stream with 
out the slightest danger of contamination. 
He claims such a system would do awav en 
tirely with the objection of running the 
sewage directly in the Eiopus Creek.

The Committee appointed to look into the 
m atter of purchasing a steel steam roller for 
jise upon the streets cf this City, and repoit 
to the Common Council the result of their in- 
vistigation, held a meeting in Kingston last 
night. 
There were present Mayor N ew kirk, 
Aldermen TenBrocck and M urray and City 
Clerk Schepmoes. 
They discussed the mat­ 
ter in its various aspects; examined a number 
of letters, statements and pam phlets describ­ 
ing steam rollers, with a price list of the 
same. 
They were of the opinion that a good 
roller should be purchased, for it would be a 
great aid in making good streets. 
T hat, in 
fact, good streets could only be made in this 
City bv heavily top dressing with broken 
stone aud tlieu rolling the same solid with a 
steam roller weighing from 10 to 12 tons. 
The value of a steam roller has been demon­ 
strated by the work on at least two of 
the streets 
in 
Kingslou. 
One of 
tiiese 
is Albany-avenue, 
which 
was 
rolled 
so 
solid that it lias continued an excellent road- 
bid, though there has been much driving 
upon it. 
These lolleis have a pick attach 
mi nt to the driving wheel which is of benefit 
in repairing stree ts. 
When the surface of

slight expense, be picked up with this at­ 
tachment, resurfaced, a small quantity of 
broken stone added if necessary and thor 
ougidy roiled, making a finished street as 
good as new.

H o t e l Ponck D e L e o n , March 26. 
W e left New-York on the vestibule train 
at 9:30 o’clock. Alonday evening. 
This train, 
which leaves New-York every 
Alonday, 
W ednesday and Friday, m aking the trio to 
Jacksonville in 86 hours, can accommodate 
onlv about 50 passengers. 
The journey from 
N ew -Y ork to Washington was uneventful. 
AVe reached Washington at 3:30 p. M. 
The 
first tiling which attracts the eye was the big 
dome of the Capitol towering over everything, 
and we feel proud. 
Even in looking from 
the car window we can see that W ashington 
has changed during the 11 years since we 
were there. 
Belgian pavement has taken the 
place of the Asphalt ou Pennsylvania-avenue 
aud street care the place of the low stages 
which were so very com fortable.

where.if the door comes off its hiuges.it slays 
off and if a pane of glass is broken it is never 
replaced by a whole one. 
Through the pine 
forests we see distribute»! here and there piles 
of wood of ubout two cords each. 
There 
too we see the typical Negro with his team 
of four mules pulling his load which would 
be considered of fair size tor one horse in 
N iw -Y ork 
Citv. 
D uring the night our 
train sieauis on at the rate of 50 miles an hour 
through North Carolina. 
The first things we 
see when daylight comes are here and 
there 
peach trees in full blossom, and growing 
wild in the swamps a variety of the beautiful 
yellow jessamine. 
We 
reach Charleston 
about9 a . m. 
Our train stops a few minutes 
when the little natives appear at the windows, 
asking us to buy the bunches of wild violets, 
pond lidies, «Me., which they hold U[. to us. 
W hen 
we 
move 
on 
the 
flowers 
and 
our 
nickles 
have 
chauged 
owners, and I am sure life seemed brighter 
until die flowers faded. 
A bout this time we 
are all getting a liitie tired, especially those 
who could not sleep during the night. 
I 
heard 
one 
fellow 
passenger 
describe 
his 
berth 
as 
a 
spring 
board. 
Leav 
ing 
Charleston 
we 
ride 
for 
miles 
through pine forests, which look like a park. 
There is so little undergrowth that one could 
ride through it in any direction. 
Here and 
there amoug the dark green of the pines we 
see the live oak. producing a beautiful effect 
i\ith its pendants of grey, feathery-like moss 
We pass rapidly by the log-cabius, each one 
of which with its two or three peaeli trees 
and its one-quarter acre of ground is sur­ 
round»»! by a fence as high as the caves of 
the cabin. 
No sign of life is seen except as 
we 
pass 
by stations, 
where 
groups of 
Negroes arc collected to see our train go by— 
which undoubtedly is the chief event in their 
liaily lives. 
One feature about the cabins we 
have just passed; the chimneys are iu variably 
built out-side, and in many instances so large 
.as to give u* the impression that the cabin is 
sim ply an addition to the chimney. 
Here 
we see a few more preteutious houses—the 
planters’ homes—seldom more than oue-storv 
witli piazzas on two sides and pyramidal roof 
As we near Savannah we see two story 
houses, with cellars, or at least good founda 
tions. 
Heretofore all the houses lmve been 
built on brick piers about four feet from the 
ground like our corn bins of the North. 
At 
Savannah we stop 10 m inutes, which gives 
us an opportunity to pace up and down the 
platform of the station. 
Here we meet some 
fellow travelers clad in furs as they had left 
New-York the day before, which seem as 
strangely out oT place in the soft and balmy 
air as if we had met them, thus clad, in U1 
ster County in July.
